Democracy,: developed in this country out of 
fear of encroachment on human. liberty, looks 
askance on#he perpetuation of fortunes, persona] 
or torporate, and from the beginning has frowned 
on trusts, entails and old world methods of per- 
petuation. The isolation of $300,000,000 or more 
from the general wealth and its. devotion to 
studying and solving social problems and pro- 
moting human welfare, is nevertheless a menace 
with the potentialities of tyranny. Already at- 
tention is being called to the analogous ‘Carnegie 
Foundation’s dictatorial control of higher educa- 
tional matters. Is there not a possibility of the 
Rockefeller Foundation’s control being not only 
more dictatorial but infinitely more general? Is 
there not something more than a remote chance 
that it may be managed so as to increase in 
amount.even while discharging its funciions -to 
the letter? What may $300,000,000 not become in 
a century or two centuries? Might not such a 
fund grow to embrace wealth so great that.it will 
profoundly: influence. nations and governments? 
May it not come to include Standard Oil as an 
earning appendage of its principal, absorb other 
trusts and enterprises and bring them all, good 
and bad, within the established legitimacy of a 
philanthropic corporaticn? : 

No student of history can look with open eyes 
and fail to see a potential duplication, with exag- 
gerations, of old‘monastic hoardings with subse- 
quent and consequent strifes, destructions and 
confiscations—all undertaken and carried out un- 
der demand for freedom from unbearable bond- 
age. "We may argue from the last century's pro- 
gress that another century will bring with it the 
solution of many social problems. Indeed the 
establishment of a means to tyranny might be the 
final step to hasten the end of it, but ordinary} 
prudence decrees thate 50 years is long enough 
for the career of any trust, philanthropic and 
benevolent or grasping and commercial. It is 
by no means certain that the best results from 
Mr. Rockefeller’s millions would not be obtained 
through their expenditure in 10 or at most, 20 
years. in any event this gift horse must be looked 
in the mouth. 
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The Senate has, begun the ‘work of snarling it- 
self up in the railroad bill; at least it has begun 
to talk about the principles of the Chicago plat- 
form, 
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WAR TALK AND WAR SHIPS. 

Jacob H. Schiff,.a New York banker, has had 
sufficient influence to get himself “sounded” on 
the subject of a war witih Japan. Of course he be- 
lieves such a War to be imminent; otherwise, 
while he might have been “interviewed” on this 
or that subject, no one would have taken the 
trouble to sound him on anything. Mr. Schiff 
then delivers.up from the depths where the 
sounding reached a conviction that “the world’s 
peace is threatened by the recent union of Japan 
and Rugsia, with Great Britain in the back- 
ground.” 

Just why a “union” of powers should mean war 
instead of peace is not clear. Perhaps it was ‘not 
intended to be. The object of the sounding seem- 
} ingly, was not a. clear statement, but a scare 
statement. There is much money for many peo- 
ple in building and in equipping and in. main- 
taining, warships. But a people will not build 
warships unless they are frightened into it. That 
is a universal truth. Politicians in Great Britain 
and in Germany are continually war-scaring their 
constituents into new expenditures on armies and 
navies by telling them of dreadful unions that 
are being formed against them. Of late several 
attempts have been made to work a scare of 
the same kind in this country. 

Mr. Schiff says: “I desire to arouse the people 
of the United States to the necessity of promptly 
meeting the situation in a spirit of righteous- 
ness.” He is entitled to that cxplanation. ‘How- 
ever, the effect of a war-scare is not a prayer 
for peace but an appropriation for another war- 
ship.: He that proceeds in a spirit of righteous- 
‘ness will not distort into omens of war. every 
new alliance among friendly nations. Neither 
Great Britain nor Russia has anything to gain 
by a war against the United States, Japan may 
possibly covet the Philippines; may possibly 
wish to limit our influence in China; but it is 
not, at all likely she will therefore venture upon 
War. 
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-It is pleasing to learn. that experts have de- 
cided “cold storage fowls” are “wholesome 
birds,” but nevertheless, tastes will differ. 
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A LESSON TO BANKERS. 

,When it was learned that a young beokkeeper 
on a salary of $11.53 a week had managed to ex- 
haust the resources of a National bank in Cam- 
bridge, Mass., the public became keenly interest- 
ed in the youth. His career.was a theme not 
only for the daily press but for sensational week- 
lies.

° a 
STIMULATED. HENS. 

Since we are much Interested in eggs and in 
poultry just now, it will be well to give heed to 
such information ‘as comes to us about them, 
from other lands, The report of Consul Henry 
D, Baker on an egg-laying competition now going 
on in Tasmania is therefore timely. These com- 
petitions are quite popular in all the Australian 
states, and each state has one running at the 
present time. It appears that in Tasmania the 
greatest succéss has been obtained. It is said 
indeed that the results “have exceeded the most 
sanguine expectations of the poultry expert.’’ 

At the time the report was written the compe- 
tition had been going on at Springvale Gardens, 
near Hobart, for seven months, which included 
the winter season. During that time the leading 
pen' made up of six white leghorns, had yielded 
826 eggs. As wheat is scarce in Tasmania the 
chief food for chickens in that country is oats. 
A great deal of green food is given and also a 
large amount of.lime and bone-forming material 
is supplied. In other words, the hens are fed 
unnaturally and stimulated into an artificial 
prodtction. 

An expert on the subject says nature intended 
a hen. to lay at most, 24 eggs in.a year. The 
modern commercial hen is expected to lay from 
150 to 250 eggs a year. To enabse her to achieve 
that feat a highly stimulating, unnatural process 
of feeding is required. One breeder in Tasmania 
obtained big results by feeding curds of skimmed 
milk obtained by using rennet. He is quoted as 
saying: “In a dairy country it will pay farmers 
better to feed skimmed milk to laying hens than 


to pigs.”

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CHERRY POSSIBILITIES. . 
According to the Houston Post, “‘the only rea- 


son a million cherry trees are not blooming in 
Texag is that there are not a million cherry trees 
in Texas.” From that statement there are two 
inferences that are easy; first, that all cherry 
trees in Texas are blooming; second, that the 
people of Texas are not so wise as they should 
be. Texas is assuredly big enough, old enough 
and fertile enough to have a million cherry trees, 
and she would be the better if she had them. 
In the days of the good Haroun Al Raschid, it 
was decreed that every one who ate a cherry 
along the highway, should plant the seed in- 
stead of throwing it away. In those days, way- 
farers in Persia breathed the fragrance of end- 
less vistds of blossoms and listened to the hum of 
innumerable bees all through the spring time; 
and in the summer they feasted on cherries by 
the roadside and. robbed no man’s orchard. In 
Japan the cherry tree is cherished almost like 
a divine cult, its blooming is a season of public 
festival. All the land is radiant in the cherry 
glow. Life is a joy while the blossoms last. 
There should be not one million, but many 
millions of cherry trees in Texas. When they 
bloom, every breeze that comes from there should 
be. love sick with their scents. When the fruit 
ripens it should be free to all the world. For 
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LUXURIES AND NECESSITIES. 
From the St. Paul Pioneer Press. 

The President quotes the Bureay of Statistics as 
authority for the statement that the. percentage of 
imports admitted free is greater under the Payne 
law than ever before, and that there were 645 de- 
creases in the Payne bill and only 220 increases. The 
President also declares that the increases were Al- 
most entirely upon “silks, wines, perfumertes, 
pomades and like articles,” and that the decreases 
were upon articles of necessity. Space will not per-

tion made at the time the Payne tariff bill was 
signed, that may impress the consumer with the 
manner in which the tariff has not been decreased 
on necessities and increased on luxuriés:

Payne tariff on diamonds, @ per cent; on cotton 
shirts, 60 per cent. 

Payne tariff on champagne, 50 per cent; On wool- 
en blankets, 164 per cent. 

The consumer’s analysis of the bill, regardless of 
the specious averages and percentages by the Gov- 
ernment statisticians, shows that the duties have 
been lowered or removed from some of the drugs 
and increased on some of the luxuries, but that no 
measurable relief has been furnished in many of the 
articles which the wage earner has to buy for the 
support and modest comfort of himself and.family.

A STORY OF THE KING’S SPEECH.

One of the best stories in connection with the his- 
tory of the King’s speech, and perhaps the least dig- 
nified, is told of George IV when Prince Regent, and 
recalled by a contributor to this month's Strand. The 
Prince, as we know, took his responsibilities lightly, 
and on one occasion és said to have bet ‘Sheridan a 
hundred guineas that, either owjng to the magnetism 
of his personality or the flutter which the occupants 
of the Lords’ Chamber were in, so little attention w4s 
really paid to the verbal character of the speech he 
was delivering that he could make any interpolation 
he liked, uffdetected. The bet was taken, and the 
Prince Regent agreed to the words ‘Baa, baa, black 
sheep” in the middle of the speech. “If anybody 
smiles or looks startled I lose my bet.” ‘This daring 
and ridiculous exploit actually came off, and at the 
close of a weighty allusion, composed by Lord Liver- 
pool, to Wellesley’s difficulties in Spain the Regent 
cleared his throat, said ‘Baa, baa, black sheep” hur- 
riedly, and went on, without apparently exciting any 
remark. Sheridan related the royal audacity to Uan- 
ning. ‘“‘It is perfectly amazing to me,” he sald, “that 
no notice was taken. Didn't you hear him distinctly 
say, ‘Baa baa, black sheep?’” “I did,’’ rejoined Can- 
ning; “but as His Royal Highness looked you full in 
the face at the time, I took it as a personal allusion, 
and my delicacy forbade me to think more about it.”

The six men selected to be the Emperor's guests, 
or, it may be, advisers, are Privy Councilor Rathe- 
nau, head of the Berlin Electrical Co.; Director Gwin- 
ner of the Deutsche Bank, President Anatolian of the 
Railway Board, Paul Mankiewix, industrial magnate; 
von Friedlaenerfuld, coal king; Paul Schwabach, 
financier, formerly British Consul-General, and Eud-

Nothing to Do There, But Go 
to Church In the Evening. 


‘ IDN’T people go to church more gen- 
é [) erally in those days?” I don’t 

think so. This much is true, that 
the custom of going to church in the evening 
was more general than it.is now. There was 
nothing else to do on Sunday evening then but 
to go to church, and jt may be that some persons 
not very devout went to church merely because 
they had nowhere else to go, and that persons 
of that sort are more apt to go to places of 
amusement. 

“But more persons go to church now, counting 
attendance at one Sunday service as churchgoing, 
than did in those days. They give more in 
proportion to numbers, and, I believe, more in 
proportion to wealth.* While my church main- 
tained one foreign missionary 45 years ago—and 
it was then a-church with wealthy members—it 
now maintains‘five. 
day professed not to believe in missions, and 
gave little or nothing for them. Today the non- 
missionary church is almost unheard-of. 

“Not only the religious life of St. Louis, but its 
commercia] life, had little cohérence in the days 
following the war. The unity of action which 
exists among the buriness interests today is due 
in large part to the downtown clubs and I well 
remember the work done by Gen. John W. Noble 
in organizing the first of the large clubs of busi- 
ness men. 

“Another great factor of the city’s growth was 
its, transportation system. I believe the reason 
that we have no slums like those of London, New 
York or even Chicago, is that our transit system 
has kept pace with the growth of our population, 
and, together with our freedom from any natural 
barrier on the west, has spread our penne. in 
that direction.”

These stalwarts in the business have 
cut out a large piece of work for them- 
selves. In the first place, they purpose 
to start what they call a crusade 
against profanity and vulgarity in bar- 
rooms. It is not expected that any gen- 
tlemanly booze clerk will hire himself 
out as a recruiting officer for the Sal- 
vation Army or the Y. M. C. A., in ad- 
dition to his regular job of jag-build- 
ing, but he may be able, either by the 
use of moral suasion or a club, to induce 
his patrons to put the soft pedal on the 
rough stuff while a “bun” 
process of incubation.

struggled to his knees last hight, drew 
his revolver and fired into the crowd. 
The bullet passed through the abdomen 
of Dennis Colligan, 24 years old, who 
was taken to the City Hospital in a 
critical condition; 

“Fhe policeman did his duty,’ said 
Colligan aS he was placed on the oper- 
ating table. “I got what was coming 
to me.”’ 

Residents in the vicinity of Cass and 
Glasgow avenues had complained to the 
police concerning a crowd of beer “‘can- 
ners” whose headquarters was in the 
yard back of the saloon of William Sul- 
livan, a former policeman, at’ 2901 Cass 
avenue. Veteran policemen assigned to 
break up the gang succeeded in dis- 
persing it, but when Lockman and an- 
cther young probationary patrolman, 
Harry Rosenthal, were detailed to the 
beat, the rowdies reassembled. 

At 9 o’clock last night the two police 
novices, hearing loud profanity and 
sounds ¥ revelry issuing frem Sulli- 
van's backyard, found the gang in ses- 
sion. They entered and commanded 
the youths to disperse. 

“Aw, chase yourselves,”’ 
roisterers with oaths. 
but rookies.”’ | 

Policemen Are, Attacked. 

Rosenthal seized two ofthe youths 
and led them to the sidewalk. Then 
the gang, as if by a signal, leaped upon 
the two policenien, striking them in the 
face and kicking them. Lockman fell 
from a blow on the point of the chin. 
Rosenthal released one of his prisoners 
and with his club warded off some of 
the blows, giving his companion an op- 
portunity to rise’ to his knees. The 
shot followed. 

The roughs scattered. Rosenthal and 
Lockman took their prisoner, who said 
he was Péter Walsh, 17 years old, of 
282@ Howard street, to a police box 
and telephoned for a patrol wagon. 
While they were on the way to the 
station a telephone meSsage was re- 
ceived from the livery stable ef Cullen 
& Kelly 27% Cass avenue, that a 
wounded man .had been picked up in 
the street and carried into the office 
there. He proved to be Colligan, who 
had run nearly two blocks, shot through 
thre body, before falling. He admitted 
that he was shot im the battle outside 
Sulivan’s saldon, 

With him were Clark Hayes, 18 years 
old, 2915 Cass avenue, and Charles Rodg- 
ers, 23 years old, 2921 Cass avenue. They 
were arrested and identified by Lock- 
man and Rosenthal as members of the 
gang. 

Colligan lives at 39388 Cottage avenue. 
He may die, hospital physicians say.

Banker Makes 
Preparation to Keep All 
Fortune in Family. 





PUBLICITY COMBATTED 
Efforts Are Made to Insure 
Secrecy With Filing of 
Testament. 








The estate valued at more than $1,000,- 
000 left by Rufus J. Lackland, for many 
years prior to his death president of the 
Boatmen's Bank, divided 
among five of his seven children in his 
will filed for probate yesterday. Two of 
the children had been provided for dur- 


ing Mr. Lackland’s lffe, the will stated, 
but each was given $25,000 additional. 

The fact that the bequest made to Mrs. 
Mary 8. Trezevant, a daughter, is 
hedged about with ‘safeguards to pre- 
vent the money from leaving the Lack- 
land family, recalls to friends of the 
family the marriage of Mary Lackland 
to a wealthy Southerner, arid the sub- 
sequent divorce, followed by her self- 
banishment to Europe where She has 
spent practically all her time for more 
than 12 years. 

In making his will, the aged banker 
divided his estate into five equal parts. 
To four of his children he left the money 
outright, but the fifth part, which goes 
to Mrs. Trezevant, is to be held in trust 
for her by Edgar L. Taylor, a grandson. 

Net to Anticipate Income. 

The will specifically provides that any 
sums Mrs. Trezevant may have obtained 
up to the time of her father’s death 
shall not be deducted from her share 
of the estate, but that if she atten:pts 
to incumber her portion of the ‘estate or 
to anticipate its income, she shall forfeit 
all rights under the will. 

Mrs. Trezevant, as Miss Mary Lack- 
land, was married 15 years ago in St. 
Louis to Col.” William Trezevant, who 
had been an officer in the Confederate 
Army. They resided at Little Rock, 
Ark., and after several years of unhap- 
py married life separated and were later 
divorced. 

Mrs. Trezevant soon after went to Eu- 
rope and is said to to be now residing 
in Switzerland. 

A friend of the family said yesterday 
that her portion of the estate had been 
so tied up that she could not dispose 
of it. 

“There was no belief in Mr. Lack- 
land’s mind that his daughter would 
ever marry again,”’ said this friend, ‘‘but 
he took precautions to see that the 
money should never leave the family. 
Mrs. Trezevant has no children and her 
father considered her tastes very; extrav- 
agant. He was afraid that someone 
would taho advantage of her and get 
the money.”’ 

The will provides that Mrs. Trezevant 
shall receive $150 a month while the will 
is being probated. 

The children among whom the estate 
is equally divided are Edgar C. Lack- 
land, Mrs. Fannie Taylor, Mrs. Sarah 
Scott, Mrs. Margaret A. Ives and Mrs. 
Trezevant. Two sons, Lamartine and 
Morrison Lackland, had been provided 
for during the lifetime of their father. 
Lamartine Lackland and Mrs. Taylor 
are dead. 

Mrs. Scott is to have the horses and 
equipages. The elaborate furnishings of 
the old Lackland mansion at 1623 Locust 
street, where Mr. Lackland resided un- 
til] his death, notwithstanding the fact 
that his old neighbors moved to more 
fashionable districts and factories were 
built on all sides of his home, go ‘‘to the 
children.”’ . 

The original will, which was added to 
several times, was made June 21, 1890. 
It was witnessed by William H. Thom- 
son, cashier, and E. M. Hubbard, ag- 
sistant cashier, of the Boatmen’s Bank. 

The first addition was the statement 
that because Mr. Lackland, had added 
to his holdings, $12,000 each was to be 
paid to Lamartine and Morrison Lack- 
land. This was Jater raised to $25,000 
each. 

Edgar C. Levkiana is named as execu- 
tor without bond. When he filed the 
will for probate he requested that it be 
withheld from the public, and expressed 
displeasure when informed that it was 
a publie record and could not be con- 
cealed.

Bishop’s: Funeral Will Be 
Held in Newark, N. J., 


on Tuesday. 


The funeral of Bishop Henry W. Spell- 
meyer of St. Louis, whd died of heart 
disease’ yesterday at Atlantic City, 
where he was presiding at the annual 
New Jersey Methodist Episcopal. confer- 
ence, will be held Tuesday at Newark, 
N. J., where he spent the greater part 
of his 36 years in the ministry. He had 
been resident bishop of the Methodist 
churches of St. Louis two years and 
lived at the Buckingham Annex. 

Mrs. Spellmeyer, the bishop’s widow, 
accompanied by the Rev. Fayette L. 
Thompson, pastor of the Lindel] Ave- 
nue M. E. Church, and his wife, and 
Hanford Crawford, a member of the 
Methodist Book Committee left St. 
Louis last night for Atlantic City. They 
will arrive at 6 p. m. this evening, The 
bishop will be buried beside his children 
in the Newark Cemetery. 

Bishop Spellmeyer left St. Lonis two 
weeks ago to preside at the New Jersey 
conference and stopped on the way to 
dedicate two Methodist churches in 
Eastern cities. He was apparently in 
good health when he left. Mrs. Spell- 
meyer, who usually accompanies her 
husband on his conference trips, did 
not feel able to go to New Jersey and 
remained in her apartments at the 
Buckingham: Annex, where she received 
the news of her husband’s death yester- 
day. 

The bishop opened the conference 
Wednesday. He complained of feeling 
ill Friday night and said he feared he 
would be unable to attend Saturday’s 
session. When he failed to appear about 
the hotel yesterday morning an investi- 
gation was made. The door of his room 
was found locked “and it was broken 
open. The body of the bishop was 
found partly on the floor and partly on 
the bed. He had apparently tried to 
reach the room telephone after he was 
stricken, but collapsed before he gee

TS awfully early, yet, to be making 
t: ‘any predictions as to what the Car- 

@inals are going to do in the 1910 
National League marathon; but after 
seeing the St. Louis squad at work 
here for almost a week, it can’t be 
denied, but that the team will surely 
have a more prosperous season than a 
year ago. 

Manager Bresnahan put in a busy 
winter. He has had a year’s experience 
as a skipper of-a big league team. 
While the Cardinals didn’t finish high 
in the race in 1909, Roger managed to, 
lay the foundation of what promises » 
be a* regular team. 

For probably two-thirds of the 1909 
season he had a bunch of mediocre 
players going at a great clip. He be- 
gins this. season with a far better look- 
fing squad. It looks fully 50 per cent 
stronger than @ year ago, and its rating 
in the National League race next’ Oc- 
tober will probably depend” on the 
amount of strengthening done by the 
other teams. 

As has’ been .tald time ind *time 
again, the Cardinals’ greatest weakness 
last season was in the pitching depart- 
ment. The club did a fair amount of 

tting.. It was a good scoring machine 

d enough runs were made in many 
games for an average pitcher to win 
with. But the bogus slab work enabled 
the opposition invariably to overcome 
great leads and second best was, the 
usual order for Bresnahan and nis 
bunch, 

Pitching Department Stronger. 

It can’t be denied that the twirling 
staft has been strengthenéd. Fred 
Beebe, one of the few veteran members 
of Roger’s pitching corps last year, is 
lost to the team. The trade, though, in 
which he figured brought Frank Corri- 
don; a *veteran twirler. The former 
Philadelphian and Cincinnatian is well 
pleased with his transfer to the St. 
Louis club. That's a big thing. He's 
one of the few members of the ‘big. 
party down here who is taking it easy. 
That's because he’s of that build of 
player that requires little preliminary 
work to get in shape. Corridon didn’t 
have a very busy season with Philadel- 


phia last year because he didn’t report

Beebe was far more’ busy for the 
Cardinals than Corridon was for the 
Phillies.

For that 
reason they are not to be overlooked 
until given thorough trials. And Roger 
has promised that to everyone. 

Looks Like-a Good Squad.

James J. -Hill is an automobile pessi- 
mist. Because the people itn the rural 
districts ‘are ' buying motor cars “he 
thinks the country is going to the dem- 
nition bow-wows. He is also under a 
mistaken impression as to the num- 
ber of automobiles that will be pur- 
chased this year. He puts the figure at 
400,000. If the manufacturers can get the 
parts,to turn out. 150,000 they will be 
more than agreeably disappointed. 

Speaking on frugality in an address 
before the Minnesota Hardware Asso- 
ciation, Mr. Hill took a whack at the 
heavy investment in automobiles. 

“I don’t believe in hoarding money,”’ 
he said. “It has its uses for doing good, 
but I do not believe it is respectable for 
people to ander money that other 
people have earned for them. For the 
present year 400,000 automobiles have 
been ordered for the people of the Unitea 
States. At an average of $1000 an au- 
tomobile this would amount to $400,000, 
000. Not one cent of this $400,000,000 is 
invested in anything that will produce 
one bushel of grain.”’

The Indian of the West has always exerted a 
wonderful influence on not only boys but men, 
although the story of their wrongs at the hands 
of the United States Government is not an in- 
spiring theme: But their passing was inevitable, 
whether by means of massacres, like’ those of 
the Aztecs by the Spaniards, or by the introduc- 
tion: of diseases and vices, which to the civilized 
races have become comparatively innocuous, but 
which are deadly to the men of the woods; the 
world’s progress seems to compel the oblitera- 
tion of primitive races incapable of adaptation 
to modern civilization. 

But even though racial extinctions are stern 
necessities this does not lessen the tragedy, nor 
can any honorable American shirk his share of 
responsibility. 

It is not possible to believe that such perfect 
creatures as the “noble red men” of Fennimore 
Cooper existed. If ever there was an Uncas such as 
Cooper describes, he was not only “the last” but 
the first of the Mohicans. 

Such idealization is as wrong as acquiescence 
in the old frontier theory that “the only good 
Indian ts a dead Indian.” Knowledge of the 
awful barbarities of the Apache tortures and 
memories of the desolated homes and butchered 
babés and women in the Sioux country, does not 
altogether destroy admiration for the Indian’s 
splendid stoic courage, indomitable endurance, 
truth and fidelity to those he counted friends, and 
dignity of oratory. 

The vices that have degraded the finer in- 
stincts of so many of the Indian race cannot be 
charged to their account. Apart from the drunk- 
enness and disease that, with poverty, have been 
the gifts of a Christian people, his nature was 
always a blend of the primal virtues and the bar- 
baric vices which have characterized every strong 
aboriginal people since the beginning of history.

The record in 
this case ctoses with the statement that “they 
left many descendants who moved to Missouri 
years ago.” 3 

The familres' of three Presidents—Wash- 
ington, Monroe afd Jofferson—when thus 
connected with Mary Warner’s record in the 
making of Missouri history, may help to show 
how the influence of this original American 
mother has extended from state to state to the 
Pacific in the “‘good families” who showed their 
goodness with the pioneer’s ax and in breaking 


‘the first furrows in soil never before plowed, as 


well as in the other ways in which the history 
of the present has been worked out since Mary 
Warner died as quietly as she had lived. 

The record shows that one of her three. chil- 
dren was born in Virginia in 1642, 10 years be- 
fore she and her husband entered a plantation 
of 2, acres near Jamestown. In the neighbor- 
hood of that famous village, she bore and reared 
her children. From three of them, two daughters 
and one son, who lived to rear’ families of their 


own, her record is now made out to include the 


thousands of her descendants, with George Wash- 
ington one of-them through her son. Augustine, 
and Gen. Robert E. Lee another, through her 
daughter Sarah. : 

Who was she? Almost the only answer tne 
record gives is that she was one of the very first 
American mothers. She was one of those who 
lived quietly and “raised families’ which kept

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There is little doubt that like the other first 
settlers of the United States, she began life in 
a log cabin, though before 1676 “Warner Hall’ 
was already standing as one of the places made 
famous in history by Bacon’s rebellion. Her son, 
“Speaker Warner,” of the Virginia House of 
Burgesses, was against the rebels as part of the 
contradiction in her family history which showed 
later when two of her descendants became known 
all over the world as “rebels.” ° 

This is almost the whole story of Mary War- 
ner’s life as far as it is known apart from the 
history made by her descendants. She bore her 
children, reared them and lived to see them 
start in life with the best education which could 
be given them. 

Another remarkable fact of the record, is that 
her daughters who had only a “common educa- 
tion” except for their duties as mothers, repre- 
sent her influence now. Under her husband’s 
name, it did not pass beyond the second genera- 
tion. Her educated son left no son after him. 

“A common American education” was ‘then 
given the girls, but ‘the sons were sent across 
the Atlantic for an “English education” as the 
best possible. 

Beginning Amrican life while Charles I was 
still struggling to remain King of England, Mary 
Warner, her daughters and granddaughters had 
spread her. family into Virginia so fast before 
the Declaration of Independence that after Vir- 
ginia became a State of the Union, it was caid 
that they were then “kin to everybody in it.” In 
Queen Anne’s time, they had already begun 
spreading into the United States of the present. 

It seemed a long way then from the Jamestown 
neighborhood to the Potomac and still further 
to “the Valley of Virginia.” As they reached the 
valley, they made new “family connections.” On 
their tombstones in Eastern Virginia they often 
left coat-of-arms, brought from England with 
them. 

In the valley and beyond the valley as they 

oved into the “Far West” they left coat-of- 
arms and nearly everything else behind except 
ax and rifle. Sometimes they were the surveyors 
of the first airlines of the map leading west, as 
George Washirgton was. It was dangerous work, 

In 1774, when John W. Willis, one of her 
grandsons, made h:s start as an explorer among 
the first surveyors of Kentucky, he met more
